than a Tranſlation of that excellent Recapitulation 
F the Riſe and Fall of the once great Roman State, 
given us by Florus, Book III. C. 12- 


This is the third foreign Age of the Roman 
People, in which, boldly adventuring from Italy, 
they ſpread War throughout the World. The firſt 
hundred Years of which Time were ſacred, religious, 
and, as we have ſaid, (Book II. C. 19.) Golden 
Days; without Villainy, without Wickedneſs, 
_ whilſt hitherto the ſincere and inoffenſive Integrity 
| A 2 
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of its honeſt Founders, and the imminent Fear o 
perjured Enemies preſerved their antient Diſcipline. 
The laſt hundred Years, which we account from the 
Ruin, of Carthage, Corinth aud Numantia, and 
from the Aſiatick Kingdom of King Attalus, given 
10 Cæſar and Pompey ; and Auguſtus following 
theſe, as, by the Renown of warlike Actions, they 
became magnificent ;, ſo by domeſteck Miſcbiefs they 
were worthy of Shame, deteſtable. For as it wwas 
glorious and honourable to have acquired France, 
Thrace, Cilicia, fruitful and mighty Provinces ; 
alſo the Armenians and Britons z great Names 
yet not ſo much for the Die as the Amplitude of the 
Empire, ſo, at the ſame Time, was it vile and 
wretched to fight at home with our Fellow Citizens, 
Companions, Slaves, Prize-fighters, and the whole: 
Senate among themſelves, Therefore, I know not 
whether it had not been better for the Roman 
State to have been content with Sicily and Africk, 
or even to have been without theſe alſo, ruling in 
their own Dominion, Italy, than to encreaſe to 
ſuch a Magnitude, as by its own Srength it might 
be deftroyed. For what other Thing brought forth 
Civil Diſcords, but too much Proſperity? Con- 
quered Syria firſt ſpoiled us; and then the Pof- 
Jeſſions of King Pergamus in Aſia. Thoſe States 
and their Riches ſpoiled the Manners of the Age, 
and ruined the Commonwealth, overwhelmed with 
her own Vices, as it were, in a common Fakes : 
For elſe, why, ſhould the People earneſtly require of 
the Tribunes Fields and coarſe Food, unleſs through 
Hunger, that Luxury had brought on. Hence, 
therefore, aroſg both the firſt and ſecond Sedition of 
Gracchus, and the third of Appuleius. 
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Why was the Knights (or Gentlemen) divided 
from the Senate, that be might rule in judicial 
Aﬀairs, except out of Covetouſneſs;, that the 
Tributes to the Publick, and the very Judgments 
themſelves might be turned into Gain? And hence 
again the Premiſes of the Rights of Citizens to 
meer Country-Fellows ; and for this Cauſe aroſe 
the Wars among Neighbours, and Kinsfolks. 


And what introduced the Servants Wars with 
us, unleſs from the Abundance of r 
ants, Numbers of idle Lackeys? Whence the 
Armies of Prize-fighters { Fencers) againſt their 
own Benefactors, except from the Prodigal Libe- 
rality for obtaining the Favour of the Populace; 
whilſt, by giving Countenance to publick Sports, 
firſt inſtituted as Puniſhments for Enemies, they 
converted them into a certain Art.

Now, that we may touch the more ſpecious Vices, 
Was not the Itch of Bribery: for gaining Promotions 
ſtirred up by thoſe Riches? But whence the Com- 
motion of Marius; whence that of Scylla; or the 
ſplendid Preparation and ſumptuous Expence of 
Feaſts; were they not from the Exceſs, ready pre- 
ſently to produce nothing but Beggary and Poverty? 
This violently moved Cataline againſt bis Country. 
Finally, Whence came that ſame Eagerneſs of Lord- 


ſhip and Governing, but from the too much 


Wealth? But yet, this armed Czſar and Pompey 
as with the Fire-brands of Furies, for the utter 
Ruin of the State.” 


Now you ſee, O Britons! O Batavians! that 
Virtue and Sincerity were the Promotion ; Redun- 
q dance, 
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dance, Luxury, and Avarice brought on the Decay, 
and Bribery, Corruption and Pride compleated-the 
Overthrow ef this powerful Empire: Therefore 
take you Warning in time, and think not your- 
ſelves more infailible than they.

VERY one, not without Reaſon, ſtands 
amazed, not being able to apprehend how 

it is poſſible, that, in leſs than Forty Days, 
the King of France ſhould ſubdue above 
forty Cities and eminent Fortreſſes formerly belong- 
ing to this State. 

A Diſgrace to our Nation, and a Blot ſo great, 
that it is never to be waſhed off from the not 
ſufficiently famous Batavians. 

Yet, it the Reader pleaſes ſeriouſly to conſider 
the following Relation, I doubt not but he will 
in ſome meaſure be ſatisfied. 

My Opinion then is, that the King of France 
did not make ſo great a Progreſs purely by force 
of Arms, but by the Concurrence and Aſſiſtance 
ot ſome Governors of this Country (O that they

That the King)/of France did no way ſurprize 
us, but gave us ſufficient warning betore-hand, as 
well in Words'to our Ambaſſadors, as in Deeds 
by his great Preparations, made beyand any Ex- 
ample, through his whole Dominions : As alſo 
by his ereCting ſeveral unheard of Magazines, as 
well with in his own Realm as without; nay, on 
our very Frontiers at Nuys*. ; 

Theſe Preparations whereof were ſo great, that 
an experienced Officer, who had borne great Com- 
mands in the German Wars, as alſo under the 
King of Sweden, Denmark, and other Princes, com- 
ing to Compliment the Lord of Amerongen, who 
at that Time was, on the behalf of this State, at 
Cologne, + taking an Opportunity to View the fore- 
mentioned Magazine, declared to me at his re- 
turn, that he had never ſeen nor heard of the like : 
believing, it to be ſufficient to contain Proviſion and 


Ammunition enough for two, nay three hundred 
thouſand Men. | 


That he could not ſee this State was moved 


thereat ; and aſked whether they did not intend to 
defend their Country? Becauſe they made ſuch 
{mall Preparations for its Defence, that it ſeemed 
to him, the Aſhes wanted to be ſtirred, and the 
Fire to be extinguiſhed, before the Flame broke 
out. : 
I confeſs, that, at that Time, I little regarded this

vourably, and expected Nothing but Stability and

III. Furniſhing the ſame Towns and Fortreſſes 
with valiant and faithful Goyernors and Com- 
manders, ſufficient Garriſons, Trenches, and Am- 
munition for War. 0 1 

IV. But eſpecially to deprive the Enemy of as 
much Ammunition and Men as poſſible. | 

Let us now examine whether any of all theſe 
things were done with Vigour, and we ſhall,” to 
our irreparable Loſs apd Diſgrace, rather find the 
contrary to have been acted by the wicked and 
ſtrange Directions of corrupt Governors: For not- 
withſtanding it was well known, that at the Be- 
ginning of the King of France's Preparations for 
War, that there ſcarce was any Salt-pe/re in 
Europe, but what was in the Hands of the Ne- 
therland-Eaſt-India Company; and notwithſtand- 
ing it was proffered the State by the ſaid Com- 
pany, they refuſed the ſame, and rather deſir'd 
that it ſhould be ſent to France, and to ſerve as a 
Knife to. cut the Throat of the Netherlands at 
once. But this was not all; for, inſtead of pub- 
liſhing Edicts to prevent the tranſporting of Am- 
munition to the Enemy, which ought to have 
been their chief Care, they encouraged and main+ 
tained the ſending of all Neceſſaries for War to the 
Enemy.

living at the Hague; that his Excellency, about 
tour or five Months ago, being advertiſed, in a 
Letter wrote to him by a loyal Subject, that 
four Ships laden with Powder, Shot, and other 
Ammunition for War, were coming up the Rhine, 
to paſs by Meſel; of the Merchants Names that 
had both fold and bought the ſame; where it 
was laden; what Powder- mill the Powder came 
from, and from whom the other Stores, Sc. 
that the Maſter of the Ship had a Paſport for 
Colen; that it was to be carried to Nuys, into the 
French Magazine; that, by Virtue of a certain 
Order, (ſent to his Excellency ſome Years ago) 
if the Biſhop of Munſter * ſhouid make any In- 
vaſion, he would pleaſe to ſtop the ſaid Ships. 
Upon this Information, going himſelf to the 
Rhine, he enquired whether any Perſons had ſeen - 
ſuch Ships paſs by, as were mentioned in his 
Letter of Advice; further, when one of the 
Standers-by told him, that two ſuch like Ships 
were paſſed by, and gone up higher; that they 
were laden with Powder, Shot, Band other Am- 
munitiog, which, inſtead of being unladen at 
Colen, according to the Paſport, were carried 
and put into the French Magazine at Nuys; 
and that he had this Account from one of the 
Maſters of the Veſſels that were returned from 
thence, very much diſcontented, that he- had 
been forced to unlade contrary to his Paſport. 
The Governor, hereupon, ſending for the 
ſaid Maſter of the Veſſel, and having diſcovered 
the Truth of theſe Circumſtances from his own 
Mouth; and that there was a third Veſſel, laden 
with the ſame Sort of Goods, yet below Weſel,

Aſter this, ſtaying 
till the Evening, and not ſceing the ſaid Ship, 
the Governor thinking that ſhe might paſs by in 
the Night, ſent ſome Muſqueteers thicher, ſtrict- 
ly commanding them to enter and ſtay in the 
Veſſel till it ſhould come up to the City, and Bs 
be ſearched by- his Excellency. On the Day . 
following, examining the ſaid Ship, found the 7 
f ſame to be laden as before; when taking the 
| Paſport from the Maſter, he immediately cauſed 
it to be exactly copied, and, keeping the Ori- 
ginal, ſent the Copy by the Poſt, which went 
out that Day Expreſs to the State, or Council 
of State, to whom he communicated, in a Letter, 
all that had happened, deſiring ſpeedy Orders, 
how ke ſhould behave in this Affair.

Let the Governor ſtill ſolicited the Council of 8 

State, that the City of Meſel, being ſo conſiderable a 3 

Town, and of ſuch great Conſequence to the State, 7 
might have 6000 Men in Garriſon, as well as ſut- 
cient Trenches and Ammunition ; they at laſt gave 
I 3 .

Orders for making of Trenches about the ſaid City, 
and furniſhing the ſame with all Manner of Ne- 
ceſſaries. 

But, inſtead of putting a Garriſon of 6600 Men 
into the ſame, they drew immediately thirteen 
Troops of Horſe, and twelve Companies of Foot, 
all ſtout and able Men, out of it, and put a few 
Companies, conſiſting for the moſt Part of un- 
experienced Youths in their Stead : Of which the 
Governor had often complained ; yet, as it were, 
to ſecure this conſiderable City the more to the 
Enemy, they, under Pretence that Governor Juc- 
chen ſhould come and give their High Mightineſſes 
an Account in Perſon at the Hague, put in another 
Governor; and how honourably he hath carried 
himſelf in the Defence of that City appears by the 
Event, exitus acta probat, the Iſſue proves the 
Acts. 
The like Pretence they had to turn out other 
Governors, as appears chiefly by Colonel 4 JQ ery, 
an Iriſhman, and à Roman Catholick, whoſe Vil- 
lanies and traiterous Actions have been manifeſted 
formerly in his Services under other Princes ; and 
whoſe Correſpondence with the Enemy, and no- 
torious Teaſons concerning the Buſineſs of Rhin- 


berg,“ are at large related, in certain Papers de- 


livered, by the Captains Yytenbogaert and Clark, 
to his Highneſs the Prince of Orange and the 
Council of State; as alſo, wherein yuu have alſo 
an Account, that the Garriſons of the City Rhin- 
berg, notwithſtanding it was ſo conſiderable a 
fortreſs to this State, were not ſufficient to defend 
half the Counterſcarps ; and therefore might eaſily,

And indeed this d' Oſſery, following forſooth the 
Examples of the Honourable Lords and Overſeers 
of this Work, in their counterfeit fatherly Care, 
behaved himſelf ſo honourably in the Defence of 
this City, that he well deſerved a triumphant Gal- 
lows of an exalted Height, not only for his own

For, notwithſtanding the firſt Levies were made 
with great Trouble out .of the Country, and we 
were aſſured, that, by the many Men that were 
likewiſe raiſed there by others, the Governors of 
thoſe Places had taken an Occaſion, ſtrictly to for- 
bid the ſame; inſomuch that we knew, there was 


not one Place, nay, not one Foot of Land out of 


our own Dominions lett, where we were permitted 
to levy any. Forces: Yet, under the Pretence for 
the good of the Country, it was ſtrictly forbid by an 
Edict, not to raiſe any Men within our Dominions, 
but in ſuch Places only, where we before knew, 
there was not a Man to be had. 


Nay, theſe Officers, (which for the moſt Part.

cloſe till the laſt Hour, deprived our Ambaſladons

We may de informed trom the Ambaſſidors, that 
were ſent to Brandenburgh, and now reſiding at the 
Hague, that they did not receive the Ratification at 
Hamburgh, before the Beginning of July, N. S. 

The ſame Lords Ambaſſadors declare to the 
whole World, that the States themſelves may 


juſtly de blamed for the ſo late coming down of 
the Auxiliary Troops. That at firſt his Highneſs, 


the Duke of Brandeuburgb, was treated withal as 
if they would have bought a diſh of Fiſh 'af him. 


That afterwards his Highneſs, © inſtead of being 


preſt- on, adviſed our Ambaſſador to ſtir up his 
Lords and Maſters, about the furthering of Affairs, 
laying, My Lord, you have Traitors in your Coun- 
try ; Matters are very ill managed there. I am 
alſo aſſured, and it may likewiſe be heard from the 


forementioned Ambaſſadors, that the Treaty with 


the Princes of Lunenburgh and Brunſwick, * was 


broke off only upon a Difference of 5000 Rix 


Dollars. But, it is manifeſt, they rather chuſe 


to want the Favour of thoſe Princes: and the 800d 
Men they would have ſent this State. 


What do you think, ſaid one of the ſame Am- 


baſſadors to me not long ſince) if all the Auxiliar 
Troops bad come down in. May, would the French- 


men have gotten into our Country with ſo much Eafe

fo deſigned : Ambaſſadors were ſent to all Princes 
and Potentates, when we were affured, that the 
Army, by the vile Proceedings of ſome, which 
ſhall be nameleſs, were all block'd up; and how 
our Ambaſſadors managed their Affairs in England 
I fhall alſo omit to mention. if 

De Groot would alſo have made no better End 
of his Embaſly in France, had he not been ſeconded 
by his Brother-in-law, that honeſt Patriot, Momba ! 
One Man was not ſufficient, therefore we mult 
fend a Second. In ſhort, Affairs were ſo well 
ordered, that our Magazines were exhauſted, and 
the Enemies filled.

nary, in the Time of the War with Munſter, durſt 
propoſe in a full Aſſembly, to make the Duke of 
Turenne Captain-General over our Militia. 

- Ambitious is our Enemy; and full of Ambi- 
tion are alſo thoſe Subjects, rather deſiring to be 
governed by a King than a Prince. But ſee how 
miraculous i is the Providence of the Almighty ! 

Juſt when our State was in the greateſt Danger, 
and tottering ready to fall down, the Appearance 
of our Deliverance was neareſt at hand ; for it

Yet, notwithſtanding all which, my Judgmen
